Synod will hold its 56th Annual Conference 
The place will be St. Paul's Church, Red 
Wing, Minnesota. Mr. Henry Gauer will 
represent our Congregation. The pastor 
will be out of the city from Monday until 
Saturday. 

The Northwest Synod is one of the 32 
synods comprising the United Lutheran 
Church of America- It has 117 congrega¬ 
tions with applications from two congre¬ 
gations wanting to join the synod this 
year. Total income in 1945 was $290,000. 
Of this amount, our congregation gave 
over $1,000, an all time high for us. 

The organization and spirit of the Synod 
is excellent, and it seems destined to 
continue the sound and steady growth ex¬ 
perienced throughout its 56 years history.
